Ch April 19th 1984 Jackie Berkley was arrested for 
alleged street disturbance in Manchester; she wc* thrown 
into a police van and taken, along with three ctaer women, 
to Moss Side police station, 

Betwee 7.00 and 7.30 that evening Jackie was raped by 
two policemen, while being held down by two police_ 
women. Later in the evening she was beaten and^ 
throughout Jackie and the two other women 
were racially abused. 

1 went for several days to the trial in V inchested 

Magistrates’ Court. These are Just a few 
thoughts and feelings I wrote down while in 
court. 

Thursday, March 7th. These men surround us 
and they say women are lying ;they rape us 
and infiltrate our bodies and our minds and 
then they say we lie when we fight back. 

A woman from Rape Crisis in London is giv¬ 
ing evidence for the defence on the reactions 
of women after rape and often the delay in 
reporting the rape. She says it is no wonder 
women don’t report rapes because they have 
to convince men and the law that they have 
teen raped. "Why should worn' have to put 
yet more energy into the male system - and 
yet if they don’t the rapist goes free , Jackie 
is supposed to have made a false allegation of 
rape; how can they believe that she IS going to 
put herself through this hell again aad again - 
surrounded by men, surrounded by men t t 
in uniforms. 

It makes me want to hit out, to hurt 
those men surrounding Jackie; how 
dare they treat women like this? 

Jackie is on trial for being raped; 

I feel so helpless; how can it be 
like this? 



The prosecution is try- 
ita best to discount the 
evidence from Rape 
Crisis because she has¬ 
n't got a 'medical degree, 
so she is not qualified, and yet she 
dealt with hundreds of rape victims. 
They are making an issue in Jackie's 
case about the fact that she didn't tell 
anyone of the rape until 5 days after it 
^happened, and yet 75| of rape cases never go 
to court. Often women only tell people years 
later: they are afraid to talk, ashamed. Fbr 
tiackie, she found it much easier to write things 
than talk about what happened. Rape destroys 
many womens’ lives, and still men argue 
against us. Facts, it’s all based on facts no 
feelings, and they distort the facts to suit them. 
In the eyes of the law you are only a genuine 
rape victim if you go to court and the rapist is 
convicted. 

Thursday, 14th March. Jackie was found 
guilty of wasting police time; the magistrate 
• -'o There is no evidence at all supporting 
•ha! she says in any way. I am satisfied the 
defendant knows she was not raped." She 
^ sound guilty of assaulting three pol- 

I on, using threatening behaviour and 

^damaging two policewomens' uniforms, 

^Jackie suffered the ultimate violation of 
self, apart from murder, and yet she is 
to be prosecuted. There is so much 
anger inside myself and other women 
against such a system.

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Breakthrough in Male Contraception

The newest development In male contraception was unveiled recently at 
the American Womens Surgical Symposium held at the Ann Arbor Medical 
Centre.Dr Sophie Merkin,of the Merkin Clinic,announced the preliminary 
findings of a study conducted on 763 unsuspected male undergraduate 
students at a large midwest university.In her report,Dr Merkin stated 
that the new contraceptive - the IPD - was a breakthrough in male 
contraception.It will be marketed under the trade name 'Umbrelly'. 

The IPD (intrapenile device) resembles a tiny folded umbrella which 
is inserted through the head of the penis and pushed into the scrotum 
with a plunger like instrument.Occasionally there is perforation of 
the scrotum but this is disregarded since it is known that the male 
has few nerve endings in this area of his body.The underside of the 
umbrella contains a spermicidal jelly,hence the name 'Umbrelly'. 

Experiments on 1,000 white whales from the continental shelf (whose 
sexual apparatus is said to be closest to mans) proved the Umbrelly 
to be 100 per cent effective in preventing production of sperm, and 
eminently satisfactory to the female whale since it does not interfere 
with her rutting pleasure. 

Dr Merkin declared the Umbrelly to be statistically safe for the 
human male.She reported that of the 763 graduate students tested with 
the device only two died of scrotal infection,only twenty experienced 
swelling to the tissues.Three developed cancer of the testicles 
and thirteen were too depressed to have an erection.She stated that 
common complaints ranged from cramping and bleeding to acute abdominal 
pain.She emphasized that these symptoms were merely indications that 
the mans body had not yet adjusted to the device .Hopefully the 
symptoms would disappear within a year. 

One complication caused by the IPD and briefly mentioned by Dr 
Merkin was the incidence of massive scrotal infection necessitating 
the surgical removal of the testicals. 'But this is a rare case,' 
said Merkin, 'too rare to be statistically important'.She and 
other distinguished members of the Womens College of Surgeons agreed 
that the benefits far outweighed the risk to any individual man.

strongly that she doesn't want to do this work.She can apply for a 
work-change but thinks that she is unlikely.to gen one as she is good 
at the job.If she were to refuse to make the shirts, she would be sent 
to the Punishment Block.When she came hack from cha Punishment Block, 
she would be sent back to mak t shirts again etc. 

Sue told me that, even so, she feels badly about not refusing to do 
this work and that there were many other Women who felt the same. 


There is little that the Women in Styal can do to change this situation.

SINCE THE IDEA CAME 
UP FBR THIS ARTICLE 
30 WOMEN AND MEN IN 
WEST GERMAN PRISONS HAVE 
GONE ON HUNGER STRIKE ~ 
TCTDEMAND POLITICAL PRI¬ 
SONER STATUS. THEY BEGAN

DID NOT HAPPEN 


THE RULING ELITE IS PANICKING. THERE IS A BROAD BASE FOR ACTIVISM 
IN HOLLAND, BELGIUM, PORTUGAL AND GREECE, THERE HAS TO BE. IN 
BRITAIN THERE IS NOT YET THAT BROAD BASE, AND THE LACK OF ACTIONS 
HERE HIGHLIGHTS THIS. 

TO DISCUSS THE RAF AT ALL WE HAVE TO DISCUSS THE SIXTIES AND 
THE PEACE MOVEMENT, THE WAR IN VIETNAM AND THE PROTESTS THAT SPRANG 
UP AND POLITICISED THE WHOLE OF EUROPE. I BELIEVE THAT THE THRESH¬ 
OLD BETWEEN PACIFISM AND ARMED STRUGGLE USUALLY COMES WITH THE 
AMOUNT AND NATURE OF STATE RESPONSE. IN MAINLAND BRITAIN THE TACT16 
HAS BEEN TO USE THE VELVET COSH AND IT HAS BEEN,BY AND LARGE, VERY 
EFFECTIVE. NO-ONE CAN DENY THAT IT WAKES YOU UP POLITICALLY TO BE 
SHOT AT ON A PEACEFUL DEMO - WITNESS THE MURDER OF SEAN DOWNES 
IN 1974, BLOODY SUNDAY IN 1974. DURING ONE PROTEST AGAINST THE 
SHAH OF IRAN'S VISIT TO BERLIN ON JUNE 2nd 1967 POLICE CHARGED THE 
DEMONSTRATORS WHO WERE THROWING EGGS AND TOMATOES. A DETECTIVE 
KARL-HEINZ KURRAS SHOT A DEMONSTRATOR, BENNO 0HNE50NG, THROUGH THE 
BACK OF THE HEAD, KILLING HIM INSTANTLY. HENCE THE MOVEMENT JUNE 
2nd, AT HIS TRIAL IN NOV. KURRAS WAS FOUND NOT GUILTY OF MAN¬ 
SLAUGHTER BECAUSE DURING THE DAY HE WAS UNABLE 'TO ACT CALMLY OR 
COLLECTEDLY*. IT WAS THAT MURDER WHICH SPARKED OFF A WHOLE 
MOVEMENT OF WOMEN AND MEN TO DECLARE WAR ON THE INDUSTRIAL-MILITARY 
STATE, IT HAS BEEN WAGED FOR YEARS. OVER 2,000 BOMBS GO OFF IN 
GERMANY EVERY YEAR AND NEVER GET REPORTED. 

BUT BACK TO THE RAF, THE POLICE AND THE MEDIA TEND TO FOCUS 
ON A FEW INDIVIDUALS AND TURN THEM INTO LEADERS. HOWEVER IT IS 
IMPORTANT TO SEE CLEARLY WHAT THE STATE DOES TO INDIVIDUALS - 
WE NEED TO LEARN AND GROW FROM THESE EXPERIENCES. IN 1968 TWO 
DEPARTMENT STORES WERE BURNT DOWN, ENNSSLINN AND BAADER ALONG 
WITH TWO OTHERS WERE ARRESTED TWO DAYS LATER AND EVENTUALLY 
FOUND GULTY OF ENDANGERING HUMAN LIFE, SENTENCED TO 3 YEARS. 

ULRIKE MEINHOF WAS HERSELF A JOURNALIST THROUGHOUT THE SIXTIES, 

SHE MARRIED THE EDITOR OF A BERLIN COMMUNIST MAGAZINE KONCRET 
AND HER LIFE, BY AND LARGE, WAS TYPICALLY MIDDLE CLASS. EVEN 
THOUGH SHE WROTE SCATHING ARTICLES ABOUT THE STATE SHE WAS 
'RESPECTED' AND RESPECTABLE. 

IN 1970 SHE WAS COMMISSIONED TO WRITE A T,V PLAY - THE 
TOKENISED REBEL THAT THE SYSTEM LOVES. MEANWHILE SHE GOT TO KNOW . 
THE ARSONISTS AS A REPORTER AND AFTER FOURTEEN MONTHS THEY WERE 
RELEASED PENDING AN APPEAL. ENN5LINN AND BAADER USED THEIR TIME 
ORGANISING A REFIGE FOR RUNAWAY BOYS AND MEINHOF WAS WORKING ON 
A PROJECT ABOUT RUNAWAY GIRLS, THE THREE MET AROUND THIS, 












WHEN THE APPEAL FAILED, ENNSLINN, BAADER 
AND THORWALD PROLL MET UP WITH ASTRID, 

HIS SISTER, AND WENT UNDER GROUND. 

ALTHOUGH PROLL EVENTUALLY GAVE HIMSELF 
UP, ENNSLINN AND BAADER WENT BACK TO 

GERMANY AND MET UP WITH AN UNDER 
COVER COP WHO SUGGESTED THEY GET 
SOME GUNS. (AGENT PROVOCATEURS ARE 
A FAVOURITE TOOL OF THE GERMANS, 
THE FIRST COP KILLED BY 60’S 
ACTIVISTS WAS SHOT BY A GUN 
ft** PROVIDED BY THE POLICE)» BAADER 

\ { WAS ARRESTED AND WHILST HE WAS 

IN PRISON, MEINHOF USED HER 
RESPECTABILITY AS A JOURNALIST 
TO GET THE PRISON AUTHORITIES TO 

ON MAY14th SHE, TOGETHER 
WITH TWO OTHER WOMEN AND A 
MASKED MAN,(IDENTITY NEVER 
KNOWN) LIBERATED BAADER. 

THAT WAS HER ONLY CRIME 
AND THE ONLY ONE WITH ANY 
CERTAINTY WITH WHICH SHE WAS 

;NVOLVED. FOR THE NEXT TWO YEARS THEY WERE ON THE 

/ITH BANK ROBBERIES AND THE WRITING OF POLITICAL PUBLICATIONS, THE 
TRBAN GUERILLA CONCEPT 1 , ’CONCERNING THE ARMED STRUGGLE IN WESTERN 
?UROf E ’ ' SERVE THE PEOPLE’ AND i THE ACTION OF BLACK SEPTEMBER IN 

MUNICH *! THEY CALLED THEMSELVES COMMUNISTS AND NOT AS THE MEDIA HAS 
STATED ANARCHISTS, AND THEY WERE NOT ALONE, THERE WAS AND STILL IS 
V BROAD MOVEMENT PICKING UP THE SAME THEME. THEY WERE ACTIVE IN ATT- 
iCKING US MILITARY INSTALLATIONS AND THE IG FARBEN BUILDING, IN ONE 
ACTION THEY CAUSED DMlm OF DAMAGE. THEY WERE ACTIVE AND VOCAL AND 
THEIR STRUGGLE WAS BEING PICKED UP BY OTHER WEST GERMAN DISSIDENTS. 

IN 1972 THEY WERE ALL ARRESTED. 

THE GERMAN STATE SPENT £3m BUILDING A SPECIALLY REINFORCED 
PRISON/COURTROOM AT STAMMHEIM. THEY WERE KEPT IN WHITE ISOLATION - 
A FORM OF SENSORY DEPRIVATION TORTURE. 

IN 1974 MEINHOF WAS FOUND GUILTY OF FREEING BAADER AND WAS 
SENTENCED TO EIGHT YEARS. IN 1974 IN JUNE.SHE WAS TO STAND TRIAL 
FOR MURDER, BANK ROBBERIES AND FORMING A CRIMINAL ASSOCIATION. 

ON MAY 9th 1974, MEINHOF WAS FOUND HANGED FROM BARS AT THE 
WINDOW IN HER CELL. THE DETAILS OF THE AUTOPSY BY THE POLICE WERE, 

AND ARE,A SECRET. BUT AT A SECOND AUTOPSY IT WAS FOUND THAT SHE 
HAD BEEN STRANGLED LYING DOWN AND THERE WERE TRACES OF SEMEN IN 
HER UNDER CLOTHES. HER SISTER’S LAWYER WAS GOING TO BRING A CASE 
FOR MURDER AGAINST THE GERMAN STATE (NEVER MIND RAPE) BUT HE WAS 
ARRESTED. THIS IS A FAVOURITE PLOY; THE ARREST OF LAWYERS IN 
’TERRORIST’ CASES FOR SUPPORTING THEIR CLIENTS IN CRIMINAL CONSPI¬ 
RACY . 

IN 1977 THE OTHERS WERE FOUND GUILTY AND WERE GIVEN LIFE 
SENTENCES, THIER LAWTER CROISSANT FLED TO FRANCE, BUT WAS EXTRA- 
DICTED AND JAILED FOR SUPPORTING THEM. IN SEPTEMBER A LEADING 
GERMAN INDUSTRIALIST WAS KIDNAPPED WITH THE RELEASE OF THE RAF AS 
RANSOM. FIVE WEEKS LATER 4 ACTIVISTS HI-JACKED A LUFTHAUSA PLANE 
DEMANDING THE RELEASE OF 11 ACTIVISTS IN GERMANY AND TWO PLO 
MEMBERS IN TURKEY, PLUS DM lm. THE ALTERNATIVE WAS tHAT THEY WOULD 
KILL THE INDUSTRIALIST, SCHEYLER, AND BLOW UP THE PLANE. THE GCYT. 
WENT INTO OVERDRIVE. 


THE PRISONERS IN STAMMHEIM WERE PUT INTO 
ISOLATION - NO VISITS, NO COMMUNICATION. 

GERMAN COMMANDOS WITH SAS ADVISORS AND 
BRITISH STUN GRENADES STORMED THE PLANE 
KILLING THREE OF THE ACTIVISTS - WHO HAD 
EARLIER SHOT DEAD THE PILOT - AND FREED THE. 
HOSTAGES. THAT SAME EVENING BAADER, RASP 
AND ENSSLINN ’COMMITTED SUICIDE’ AND 
IRMGARD MOLLER ’CUT HER THROAT’. THE LABOUR 
GOVT. CALLED IT ’GERMANY'S FINEST HOUR'. 

THE TWO MEN WERE SHOT, BAADER THROUGH 
THE BACK OF THE HEAD. WHEN QUESTIONED ABOUT 
IT THE WEST GERMAN INTERIOR MINISTER, WERNER 
MAIHAPPER SAIB ’ IT IS POSSIBLE TO TAKE TREA¬ 
CHERY SO FAR AS TO PASS OFF ONE’S SUICIDE AS 
AN EXECUTION’. ENSSLINN WAS FOUND HANGED 
(SEE MARGARETHA VON TROTHA’S FILM ABOUT HER 
SISTERIS FIGHT FOR AN INQUIRY, IN THE RECENT 
WAVE OF CENSORSHIP VON TROTHA IS NOT STATE 
FINANCED TO MAKE FILMS!). ONLY IRMGARD MOLLER 
SURVIVED. A FEW DAYS LATER SHE WAS REPORTED 
AS SAYING ’ THERE WAS NO SUICIDE PACT BETWEEN 
US, THE LAST THING I REMEMBER WAS READING A BOOK 
IN MY CELL. I HEARD A SCUFFLING NOISE OUTSIDE, 
THE NEXT THING I KNEW WAS LYING ON A STRETCHER COVERED IN BLOOD.’THIS 
WOMAN IS AMONG THE 30 HUNGER STRIKERS. 

IT IS OBVIOUS TO ANYONE THAT THESE FIGHTERS WERE MURDERED BY 
THE STATE. THE STATE WANTED TO DELIVER A MESSAGE - THAT ANY FUTURE 
HIJACKINGS WOULD BE DEALT WITH IN THE SAME WAY AND THE MESSAGE 01 
THE STRONG STATE WAS ADMIRED FROM WASHINGTON TO MOSCOW. THERE WAS 
A PRETENSE OF COVERING UP THE MURDERS, BUT NOT MUCH OF ONE. THEY 
HAD TO EXPLAIN ABOUT HOW THE ISOLATED PRISONERS HEARD ABOUT THE 
FAILED HIJACKING, SO A RADIO WAS FOUND IN RASP’S CELL. THE GUNS 

WERE SUPPOSEDLY SMUGGLED IN BY LAWYERS, THE GOVERNOR 
RESIGNED, THAT’S ALL. 

AND SO IT GOES ON. THE GERMAN STATE HAS A WHOLE 
RANGE OF REPRESSIVE LEGISLATION AIMED AT KEEPING DOWM 
DISSENT AND CRIMINALISING ACTIVISTS. THEY USE ISOLATION 
VIOLENT STRIP SEARCHES AND TWENTY FOUR HOUR SURVEIL¬ 
LANCE IN PRISON. DESPITE THIS THE FIGHTING GOES ON. 


THE LESSONS 

THERE CAN BE NO DOUBT THAT THE ACTIONS HAVE TO 
BE DONE. THE NATO ALLIANCE IS BEING USED TO PREPARE 
FOR WAR WITH LIBERATIONISTS IN THE THIRD WORLD. TO 
PRETEND TO SUPPORT POPULAR STRUGGLES IN NICARAGUA 
FOR INSTANCE, WITHOUT ORGANISING AND FIGHTING FOR OUR 
OWN LIBERATION IS PURE HYPOCRISY. THE US, WESTERN EUROPE AND JAPAN 
ARE THE CAPITALIST POWTR HOUSES OF THE WORLD; THEY 
NEED TO EXPAND ECONOMICALLY AND MILITARILY INTO THE 
THIRD WORLD, THE ONLY WAY TO STOP THEM IS TO BRING 
DOWN THE POVvER HERE, BUT WE NEED A LARGE BASE. 

SMALL ANARCHIST GROUPS WORKING WITHIN A BROAD 
BASE OF ACTION CAN ONLY TRUELY FUNCTION. THE GERMAN- 
EXAMPLE SHOULD BE SEEN FOR WHAT IT IS - CAPITALIST 
TOTALITARIANISM. WE HAVE IT IN BRITAIN. 


THE MINER’S STRIKE IS OUR FIRST TASTE OF 
DEMOCRATIC BRITAIN’S ANSW'ER TO DISSENT, CERTAINLY 
THE WAR IN THE SIX COUNTIES. FASCISM IS MUCH CLOSER 
TO CAPITALISM’S DEMOCRACY THAN WE HAVE BEEN LED TO 
BELIEVE. n 
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LIBERATION!STS ALL OVER EUROPE ARE WAGING A WAR AGAINST US 
IMPERIALISM, WHEN ARE WE GOING TO STOP KIDDING OURSELVES THAT WE 
HAVE SOMETHING DIFFERENT? 

OUR POLITICAL LEADERS ARE PREPARED TO DESTROY US, AS THEY 
ALWAYS HAVE. AS WORKERS WE HAVE BEEN USED UP AND DESTROYED DOING 
WORK THAT PROVIDES THE RULING ELITE WITH THEIR ECONOMIC AND 
MILITARY POWER. I BELIEVE THAT GIVEN A CHOICE 1 WOULD NEVER KILL 
ANYONE, BUT WE ARE UNDER ATTACK. I GET SICK DOING THE RESEARCH 
FOR THIS ARTICLE, I KNEW THE STORY IN BROAD TERMS, BUT SEEING IT 
COME TOGETHER ON A PAGE IS QUITE DIFFERENT. THERE IS MUCH MORE TO 
WRITE ABOUT THIS BUT IT WOULD TAKE A BOOK. THE OTHER DAY I SAW THI 
PAPER WITH THE STORY OF ZIMMERMAN AND HIS PHOTO, A MILITARY INDUS: 
RIALIST SHOT DEAD BY THE RAF, AND YES I FOUND IT UPSETTING. 

THEN I HAD TO THINK ABOUT THE 10,000 DEAD IN BHOPAL, AND THI 
200,000 INJURED AND POSSIBLY DYING - MURDERED BY UNION CARBIDE, A' 
THEN I REALISED THAT WHOEVER IS MURDERED BY CAPITALISM REMAINS A 
FACELESS NUMBER, 5,000 IN MEXICO A FEW MONTHS AGO. WHERE ARE THE 
LIFE HISTORIES OF THESE PEOPLE ? 


AS FEMINISTS IN THIS COUNTRY WE SEEM TO FEEL THE NEED TO 
DEFEND OURSELVES IF WE ADVOCATE WAR AGAINST TARGETS THAT ARE ’NOT 
DIRECTLY RELATED TO WOMEN’S OPPRESSION”. THIS IS NONSENSE. IT IS 
IMPORTANT TO DESTROY FACTORIES AND PORN SHOPS THAT PUSH PORN, IT 
IS EQUALLY IMPORTANT THAT WE DESTROY MILITARY BASES AND MULTI¬ 
NATIONAL HEAD OFFICES. OUR OPPRESSION IS INTERRELATED. 

THE BASIS OF CAPITALIST MILITARY INDUSTRIAL OPPRESSION IS 
ENFORCED HETEROSEXUALITY AND THE CHAINING UP AND CONTROLLING OF 
WOMEN’S SEXUALITY. OUR STRUGGLE IS LINKED WITH OPPRESSION OF CLAS 
AND THIRD WORLD OPPRESSION. 


NOTHING WILL CHANGE UNTIL IT ALL CHANGES.

He was away, but his secretary 
informed us that the license had been O.K’d 
that day, in spite of the fact that they knew 
we were demonstrating in opposition to this 
outside the building. 

We ask women to come to the Council House 
on June 20th at 2.00 pm, to attend an ’open' 
meeting at which the councilors who passed the 
license will be present. We intend to band in 
an even larger petition.
